Gangs for Christ, a 
Christian organization working out 
of the La Puente Foursquare 
Church, is attempting to open the 
‘hearts and minds of these lost 
youth with the power and love of 


_ Former gang members now head 
Gangs for Christ outreach. 

Founded in January, 1978, the 
ministry of Gangs for Christ was 
first proposed to Pastor James 
Ritch by Danny Colunga, a 
converted ex-gang member. ‘‘The 
Lord put a burden on my heart to 
‘tell gang members what | knew 
could not only be the salvation of 
their souls, but also the salvation 
from their repulsive lives,’’ shares 
Danny, now Executive Director of 
Gangs for Christ. Since that time, 
this outreach ministry has made 

considerable progress with at least 
one gang member from each La 
Puente gang turning his or her life 
over to Jesus. 

The leadership of Gangs for 
Christ is composed of former drug 
addicts, ex-convicts, as well as 
former gang members. This 
background enables them to 
identify with the frustrations and 
pain of being lost within the evils of 
drug addiction and gang activity 
which members feel. These leaders 
go into the barrios about once a 
week and confront gang members 
with the Gospel of Jesus Christ on 
a personal, one-to-one basis. They 
have an office in the church from 
which they operate and where they 
can receive calls. In addition, rallies 
are held approximately once a 
month at the church. One such rally 
received TV news coverage on three 
local stations. Recently, they have 
decided to venture into other 
communities, as well, and hold 


rallies in various Churches so that 


gangs in other barrios will also have 


the opportunity to hear the Gospel 
and respond to the love of Jesus 
Christ.

When 
the doctors examined me later in the hospi- 
tal, they discovered that I had damaged my 
collarbone, neck, wrist, ankle, head, back, 
leg, and bladder.” 

For three years Jessie was a cripple who 
suffered severe pain. Not only was there 
physical anguish, but also spiritual frustra- 


Jessie also realized that too often Satan was a 
guest in their home. How could anything 
“good” possibly come from this? But God 
intervened. He used these terrible circum- 
stances for the good of Bob and Jessie and for 
His honor and glory! 

It was September 18, 1977 and Bob and 
Jessie were sitting in the Evening Service of 
the Muir Foursquare Church. They had been 
invited to the service by Reverend and Mrs. 
Paul Dunbar, Supervisor of the Secondary

“Throughout the entire service every part 
of my body that had been injured-in the 
accident was aching severly,” shares Jessie.

eu hear the high pitched wail of the 
new patient in Room B even as the aide 
rushed to get me. The aide said that our 
patient needed something to relax her as she 
had to conduct a piano recital in one hour. 
Immediately I thought, “To calm the agony of 
that cry would require so much medicine that 
she would sleep for five hours—much too 
long to conduct a recital.” 

The Christian music from the waiting room 
reached my ears as I stepped to the door of 
the examining room. I also recalled that 
while shaving that morning I had prayed for 
wisdom in helping my patients for the day. I 
prayed in the Spirit as I stopped momentarily 
at the examining room door. My petition was 
that as I stepped into the room and faced this 
new patient that the Holy Spirit would speak 
through me to her need. I stepped in quickly 
and on confronting the patient I asked, 
“What happened to you a year ago today?” 
She stopped weeping and said, “My sister 
burned up in a fire.” After recalling this she 
cried a little in a natural manner, dried her 
eyes and started to leave. I then asked, “Do 
you need anything for your nerves?” “No,” 
she replied. ‘Now that I know what was 
bothering me.” 


Prayer language therapy 


After she left the office I recalled the condi- 
tion of Anniversary disease mentioned years 
ago in medical school. The Holy Spirit had 
brought to my mind a previously learned 
diagnosis and had given me a word of knowl- 
edge to reach her deep need. I later found that 
she was currently on her seventh year of 
psychiatric care. Then I realized that without 
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the help of prayer I could not have broken 
into the deep recesses to help her. I prayed 
for her again in my heavenly prayer language 
as I followed my routine of praying on the 
way home over each name listed on my copy 
of the daily appointment schedule. 


A question of cancer 


One day I was very busy at the office when — 
I took a Long Distance call. The lady calling — 
stated that she had cancer and was scheduled 
for cobalt in one hour but believed that it was 
not now needed because she felt that the 
Lord had healed her. Her question was, : 
“What should I do?” As I did not know her ; 
and did not know her case, I realized that I 
could be getting myself into trouble with her 
doctor. I surely didn’t intend to interfere with — 
her care (or her faith in the Lord’s ability and — 
willingness to heal). I don’t recall praying 
before answering her, but if we are prayed up- 
we should expect to speak as “the oracles of 
God.” I asked her, ‘How did you find out that 
you had cancer?” “Oh, my doctor found it,” 
came the immediate reply. “Then you con- 
tinue under his care until the Lord shows him 
that you are healed. If the Lord can speak to 
you ora friend to tell you that you are healed, 
He can also show your doctor. Your doctor 
will not give you one more treatment when 
he sees that you are healed.” She seemed 
satisfied with this. I felt it was of the Lord, 
and her doctor hearing of my advice would 
also be satisfied. 

When I went to medical school I came to 
the realization that God was in the healing 
business. But it was just 10 years ago that I 
ee that He is also a miracle working 

od. 

Shortly after I became a born-again Chris- 
tian and was baptized in the Holy Spirit with 
the sign of speaking in other tongues, I went 
to the church for a special meeting which was 
being held in the church basement. As I 
entered the room I saw a circle of chairs and 
asked, ‘‘What is the circle of chairs for?” I . 
was told that it was a Prayer Circle and

After 
the x-rays proved to be normal, I told her 
why she was healed. 


_ The source of all healing 


__ Many dear souls have been burdened with 
illness (mental, physical or spiritual) un- 
necessarily due to the belief that to seek 
healing would put them out of the will of 
God. We all need to declare the good news 
that we have been set free from the bondage 
of disease. To refuse to accept healing is to 
refuse to accept something the Lord paid for 
so dearly. All healing is from God, whether it 
comes by way of the physician with his 
medicine, counseling or surgery, by way of 
the minister as he delivers the Word of God 
in a sermon and a problem has the light of the 
Gospel shed upon it, or by the laying on of 
hands by brothers in the Lord with instant or 
gradual healing of mental and physical prob- 
Jems. 

A former patient of mine whom I had 
known as an alcoholic sat in my waiting 
room waiting to see me. I happened to glance 
into the room and in seeing him thought, 
“Where have I seen that face before?’ He 


looked familiar in some manner but different.. 


Later, when he came back to talk with me, I 
learned that he had been my patient for some 
time. This was at a time when I frequently 
had to hospitalize him to “dry” him out. I had 
always liked him but hated his drinking hab- 
its. I finally gave up on trying to get him to 
change and dismissed him as a patient. He 
told me that he had continued to drink to 
more excess and one day was very intoxi-

cated in his hotel room when, in desperation, 
he fell to his knees and said, “God I give up.” 
The Lord immediately saved him. 

Of course, my practice has changed since I 
began telling my patients about Jesus, pray- 
ing the sinners prayer with many, and en- 
deavoring to cause Christians to realize that, 
as Christians, we all need to mature. This 
message (to be delivered and accepted) must 
be worked in us first (Mal. 3:3). We all like to 
counsel, advise and correct others, but we 
want our learning to be preferably by what 
we read. This was not the route Jesus was 
going to let me go. If I was going to teach 
divine healing and believe in it, I was going to 
be tested in my testimony. On an occasion 
when I had admitted to a saint that I was 
Spirit baptized, and she asked if I had been 
through the fire, I wondered at the time what 
she meant. I was to find out. 


The lesson of my healing 


One weekend my wife, daughter and I 
went to Oklahoma for a restful seven-meet- 
ing conference. After the evening teaching, 
the evangelist—Reverend Chuck Flynn said 
he wanted to minister a little. He pointed to 
my wife, Gini, and me on the second row and 
asked us to come forward. He began praying. 
Part of his prayer was about a healing in my 
back and midsection and that the Lord was 
going to rebuke the devourer. I felt fine and at 
the time could not figure out what could be 
wrong with me. Seven months later a lym- 
phosarcoma was diagnosed as being at an 
advanced stage. I would have preferred to 
stand on the promise that God would rebuke 
the devourer, but I felt the Lord required that, 
along with prayer, I take 5600 rays of cobalt 
and 6 chemotherapy treatments. I was very 
sick but worked everyday. The Lord allowed 
me to go through this so that I could minister 
to the whole patient. 

I had prayed to be able to deal with all 
aspects of Christian and non-Christian lives. 
This has proven helpful as many Christians 
have been living in bondage to illness and 
disease. They have felt that healing could 
only be received by a divine act of God. I can 
now show them that all avenues of healing 
are from God. 

Since I became a Christian 10 years ago, I 
now find that my patients are frequently 
Christians. In the past three years we hdve 
had very few coronary occlusions, no cases 
of lung cancer as against 23 cases in women 
in the previous 10 years, and no cervical 
cancer as against 53 cases in the previous 10 
years, This is why I advocate that counselling 
and prayer with the laying on of hands be 
used along with medicine and surgery (Jas.

It has been necessary for 
some time to conduct two Sun- 
day Morning Worship Services. 
This past month this congrega- 
tion faced a new challenge. In 
Honduras a church has never 
before attempted to hold two ser- 
vices on Sunday evenings. Since 
the bus service is very poor, it was 
felt by most that such a plan 
could not succeed. The first Sun- 
day in August the Foursquare 
church stepped out in faith and 
opened its doors for double ser- 
vices on Sunday nights in order 
to accommodate the crowds. 
Missionary Dean Truett shares 
the following report of the first two 
Sundays that this plan was in 
operation. ‘‘On the first Sunday 
night, 150 folk attended the first 


service, 550 were present in the 
second service and 9 individuals 
accepted Christ as their Savior. - 
On the second Sunday evening, 
180 folk attended the first service 
and 600 were present in the sec- 
ond service with 15 making com- 
mitments to Christ. This is caus- 
ing quite a stir in the other 
churches in town,’’ continued 
Reverend Truett, ‘‘as they can’t 
figure out how we are able to 
have a full church on Sunday 
night for one service, much less 
two.’’

The Parable of the Sower 

Matthew 13:3-9; 18-23 


The Parable of the Sower is a parable of 
the Kingdom. It is not necessarily a parable 
about sinful men, nor how to win men to the 
saving grace of God. It is primarily a parable 
to those who have at their disposal all the 
rich provisions of the Kingdom of Heaven. 

The evangelist would proclaim this para- 
ble to the lost in this fashion: “There are 
those here, tonight, who will hear of Jesus’ 
love for them and will reject it altogether. 
Soon they will forget everything they have 
heard.” 

Second, we have an interesting application 
of truth coming from the Soul-winner’s 
Class. The impact of its concept is most 
helpful. Let’s look at its interpretation by the 
instructor: “If you really care for the lost, you 
should not be discouraged with the ‘wayside’ 
hard-hearted sinner. What would a farmer or 
a gardener do about hard ground? He would 
cultivate it and soften it. Even so, cultivate 
the sinner’s heart. Be patient and build a 
personal relationship with him. Give him 
some attention. Do things with him or even 
for him. Soften his heart and then the seed of 


the Gospel will penetrate.” 


Both concepts are contained in Scripture 
and are profitable for the evangelization of 
the lost. However, neither reach the heart of 
the Kingdom message. Remember, the King- 


_ dom of God is basically making Jesus Lord 


and not just Savior. The establishing of the 


_ Kingdom deals with the surrender of the 


child of God to the will of God so that he may 
fulfill the ultimate goals and intentions of 
Heaven. God is to once again be sovereign

To the 
Pharisees He responded, “The Kingdom of 
God is within [among] you.” To the Disciples 
He answered, “Ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you.”

him by coming under the full leadership of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. The Lord is telling us 
what keeps Kingdom life from happening in 
so many of us. With this in mind let us study 
the Kingdom Parable of the Sower. q 
VERSE 19: “When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth it not 
...” The opportunity of the Kingdom comes 
to the attention of every child of God. If we 
are not aware of its meaning or importance, 
that truth gets away from us. Satan sees to 
that! Concepts of the new government some- 
time come at inopportune moments. We miss 
their vitality and power, sometimes forever. 
VERSES 20-21: “Yet hath he not root in 
himself, but dureth for a while. . . by and by 
he is offended.” When we fail to obey the 
Word, we stumble over it. In other words, 
when the Word does not govern our new life, 
it cannot take proper root in us. The Kingdom 
life “falls away”. 

VERSE 22: “The care of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches. . .”” We discover that 
many Spirit filled believers fall short at this 
point because of how they handle finances 
and the cares of life. It is not money that 
causes problems with Kingdom ‘living, but 
the proper use and distribution of “riches”. 
Finances are to release God’s hand in the 
affairs of men, and to give man authority over 
the systems of “this world” by the way he 
handles these matters (Rom. 12:2). : 
VERSE 23: “But he that received seed into the - 
good ground is he that heareth the word and 
understandeth it.” However, when we hear _ 
and respond, prepared by prayer, obedience | 
and change, the Word of the Kingdom brings :
